CASH IN BANKS 


NOT TO BE TAXED 


CITY COMMISSION TAKES AC- 


TION WHICH SETS AT REST 


RUMORS 
RECENTLY 
CIRCU- 


lATED. 


In order to stop the circulation of 


a wild rumor that the city tax assess- 
or was making plans to examine all 
bank deposits 'for' the purpose of tax- 
ing individual deposits in thc city's 
banks, (he city commission passed a 
resolution at its regular meeting Mon- 
day night, the sense of which was to 
the effect that it is not the intention 
pf the city to assess and tax bank de- 
posits and mortgages. 


For several weeks this rumor has 


been circulated about the city and it 


some of the depositors in tho local 
banks, a number of whom have even 
threatened to withdraw their deposits 
and place the money elsewhere. 


Just where and how tho rumor got 


its start is not known and the reso- 
lution passed Monday njght was at 
the request of President G. W. Brown 
of the State bank, who stated to the 
commission that he had been delegat- 
ed by the banks to request the com- 
mission to take some definite action 
either affirming the rumor or deny- 
ing it, so the banks would be able to 
give their patrons definite informa- 
tion. 
It was made clear to Mr. 


Brown that the city administration 
had made no move which could be 
construed to sanction such' a rumor. 


It was explained by the city at- 


torney that under the state law the 
State and county and municipalities 
have the right to assess and tax cash 
and mortgages, but that it has never 
been the custom in this t,tate to en- 
force the provisions of this law, for 
thfe reason that it would discourage 
the investment of money in th setate 
and the progress of the cities in the 
state,
